Fantastic Cod Fish War Deadline Passes

Reykjavik. Iceland (M o n ­ 
day) 
— Iceland’s new 12- 
mile ocean boundary became 
official at the stroke of mid­ 
night and a fantastic fishing 
fight was on. 
Iceland and Britain, NATO 
partners, were the antagon­ 
ists. 
By Icelandic decree, mo\c- 
ment of foreign trawlers in­ 
side the zone is now illegal. 
But Britain defied the ban, 
charging that t h e Icelandic 
decree e.xtending territorial 
waters from 4 miles to 12 
miles was illegal. 
The British appeared deter­ 
mined to defy the ban despite 
warnings the a c t i o n may 
knock a strategic hole in the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organi­ 
zation (NATO). 
Three squadrons of British 
trawlers protected by Royal 
Navy gunboats were reported 
across the boundary line at 
midnight. 
Opposed to t h i s armada 
were 6 Icelandic coast guard 
vessels and two planes. The 
Icelandic ships were armed. 
No Clashes Vet 
If there were any clashes at 
sea they w e r e not imme­ 
diately reported to this north­ 
ern capital. Many citizens re­ 
mained awake for any news. 
A few hours before the ban 
became law, Reykjavik w a s 
the scene of a flurry of dip­ 
lomatic talks all aimed at 
preventing any clashes off the 
rocky Icelandic coast line. 
In London, a British admir­ 
alty spokesman said the ad­ 
miralty did not expect to hear 
anything definite until later 
in the morning. 
Prime Minister Harold Mac- 
millon suggested that the dis­ 
pute might be handed to the 
t^N. General Assembly when 
it opens its session Sept. 16. 
Macmillan’s s t a t e m e n t 
raised the possibility of an­ 
other U.N. law of the sea con-, 
ference.

In case trade designatio ns o f co lo rs h a\e 
y o u co nfused, y o u will he glad to kno w that 
Seed Pearl is the sam e as Putty , and Lo b­ 
ster is the sam e as Bittersweet. Frankly , 
w e had alw ay s tho ught that putty w a s 
so m ething y o u used to seal a windo w o r 
fill a ho le and lo bster was so m ething y o u 
ate, but tim es are changing. 
T he b u re a u even rep orts that it has a 
m a c hi ne which tak es the guesswork out of 
color diagnosis. With the m achine, you d on’t 
e ven need to look at a color to k now the 
p rop ortions of red. orange, green, blue and 
violet it contains. Let's hop e the m e c ha nism 
ne v e r com es into m a nd a t or y u.se. 
Switching from the National B u reau of 
S ta nd a rd s to the State H ighw ay D e p a r tm e nt, 
one learns som ething re se m b ling the s t a t e ­ 
m e nt tha t e v erything that goes up need not 
c om e down. Peculiarly, t h e d e p a r tm e nt 
finds in its study of traffic for design of the 
inte rsta te highway that there a r e 
a r e a s 
w he r e the re is a p r e d om ina nc e of traffic in 
one direction. 
There are undo ubtedly lo gical ex plana- 


tio ns fo r this but it wo uld seem that so m e 
area o f the co untry wo uld ev entually be­ 
co m e finite o v erlo aded if m o v em ent in that 
flirectifm was do minant eno ugh to necessi­ 
tate an ex tra lane o f pav ing to handle the 
traffic. No rmally , If a perso n is heading 
west, he later is headed back east, but the 
department say s this is no t necessarily the 
case in all areas. 
Going back to the D e p a rtm e nt of C om ­ 
m e rc e , an organization with a wide ra nge of 
interests, it can be learned that the sm all 
E u r op e a n c a r s tak e up as m u ch room on 
the road as s ta nd a r d A m e ric a n cars, if not 
m ore. If this se e m s a little strange in view 
of the c om p a r a tiv e size of the two m a k e s, 
let us exp lain.

New Kind Of Labor Day 


It is not the s a m e k ind of L abor Day this 
ye a r as it has been in the p ast. Today, the 
A m e ric a n p eop le have a twofold concern 
when they think of l a b or - the welfare of 
the w'ork ing m a n and the status of his or ­ 
ganization. 
With m a ny ye a r s of p ractically no int(>r- 
c st in its affairs beyond a few top men, or ­ 
ganized labor in som e a r e a s has grown be­ 
yond control. Its m e m b e r s , even, a re not* 
a w a r e of the business the organization con­ 
ducts or the m ethod s it uses. T he re is lik e­ 
wise little k nowledge of how the union funds 
a r e sp ent. 
Men lik e Beck and Hoffa have set labor 
b a c k 
m a ny, 
m a ny ye a r s by 
their 
high­ 
hand e d 
m ethods and questionable op e r a ­ 
tions. T he latest Hoffa m ove tow ard orga ni­ 
zation of all now' indep endent tran.sp ortation 
unions into one gr e a t confederation has left 
othe r thoughtful labor lead ers stunned. 


Such an organization could well control 


the entire econom y of the cou ntry—loo gr e a t 
a p ower for any one interest group , m u ch 


less one individual such as Hoffa. This move 
and the di.sclosure of corrup tion within u n­ 
ions and the crim inal p ersonnel that m a k e 
up som e of the leadership have caused the 
p ublic to look with caution at the labor 
m ov e m e nt. 


M any p eop le will think today of the abu.se 
that could be heap ed up on the countrv by 
unscrup ulous labor leaders. Not forgotten, 
of cour.se, will be those labor m en and or­ 
ganizations dedicated in honest 
sp irit to 
nothing m ore than a rightful p lace in our 
econom y for the work ing m an. 


It i.s a I.abor Day of hop e—hop e tha t 
tlie laboring m an, in one way or another, i.s 
not sacrificed on the a lta r of either p olitical 
exp ediency or selfish interests. 


Need Open Mindedness 


The ink is hard ly dry on the congressional 
bill for federal aid to education and N e b r a s ­ 
k a has hardly got beyond read ing its c a p ­ 
tion. 
Yet, according to the .AssocrUtMl Press, at 
le a st two m e m b e r s of the stale board of e d u ­ 
cation have d e clared a firm rejection of the 
federal offering both in p rincip le and detail. 
One is rep orted as saying he was op p osed 
to any and all such aids, while the other was 
quoted as saying he didn’t want to see « he 
federal gov e rnm e nt setting p olicies for the 
state to follow. 
T he re a re m a ny who would agre e that .V(*- 
b ra sk a ought not to hand over the sov ereigniy 
of its education to the central governm ent. 
But they a re willing to exa m ine the new p ro­ 
p osals with an op en mind d e te nniiu ng first 


whether such sm all inc re m e nts of aid could 


constitute a tak e-over. 
As yet the tak e-over 
threat is a sp eculative one and calls for con- 


iirniiiig evidence. 


Also entitled to review is the federal a s ­ 


sertion that national security requires new 
and unusual exertion on the p a rt of e d u c a ­ 
tion above and beyond the ord ina ry re qu ire ­ 
ments. 
And certainly the re c u rring news of 
R u ssia ’s ga m s in sp ace and other sciences 
lend substance to that rallying call. 


These large I'oncerns should rule out p r^- 
jud gm ent and it is to be hop ed that the e a rly 
and p e rha p s too brief rep orting does not 
fully e xp ress the m inds of board m e m b e r s 
who a re facing the resp onsibility of a p iv otal 
decision. 


W A S if I N G T O N - T he 
adroit and som e tim e s 
ha r ­ 
assed J i m H a ge rty w as con­ 
fronted last week with the 
halting 
sta te m e nt 
of 
h i s 
chief for “ slow e r” school in­ 
tegration, p lus the vigorous 
statem ent of his chief’s ju s­ 
tice d e p a r tm e nt 
for 
i m m e ­ 
diate 
integration 
at 
Little 
Rock . J i m m a d e the best of 
a difficult situation, insisted 
that 
the P r e s id e nt and his 
justice d e p a r tm e nt see eye- 
to-eye r e ga r d ing Little Rock . 
But the inside fact is that 
Ik e w as definitely at odds 
with his justice d e p a r tm e nt. 
F u r t he r m or e he 
was 
quite 
jrk ed at his attorney ge ne r ­ 
al, William Rogers, for riiov- 
ing so last r e ga r d ing the e n­ 
tire S u p re m e Court review' 
of the case. He has also been 
at odds with the Nixon wing 
of the Rep ublican p arly. 
When Rogers was in Los 
Angeles attending the .Amer­ 
ican B a r Association, he e n­ 
couraged Chief Ju stic e W a r­ 
ren to call a sp ecial session 
of the court. He thought it 
would be an excellent idea 
to call the entire court b ack 
to Washington to review the 
Little Rock case. 
R ogers d id n’t say so, but 
he and Vice Pre sid e nt Nixon 
have long felt that the a d ­ 
ministration had nothing to 
lose p olitically a n d e v e r y­ 
thing to ga m by tak ing a 
firm stand on integration. A 
strong 
sp eech 
before 
the 
S u p re m e Court in favor of 
integration might win votes 
for the R ep ublicans m nor­ 
thern big cities. 


So Rogers p re p a re d to fly 
back to W ashington to tak e 
p ersonal c ha rge of the Su­ 
p re m e Court case. 
He fo und, 
ho wev er, 
that 
the President was no t at all 
pleased. Ike is still stinging 
fro m the criticism that fo l­ 
lo wed his dispatch o f tro o ps 
to Little Ro ck last y ear and 
he wo uld prefer to let the 
w ho le segregatio n-integratio n 
debate sim m er. 
When this word got to A t­ 
torney 
General 
R oge is

.Angeles, 
he

With this as the nucleus,
